— President Roosevelt 
has declined to interfere ill the case 
of John W. Burley, a negro, confined 
in the jail of the District of Colum 
bin under sentence of death for the! 
crime of criminal assault, the victim 
having been a little girl lb. years old.

effect on August 20 th, as decreed. 

An application was made to the 
President to commute the sentence of 
Burley to imprisonment for life, it 
being alleged Unit the prisoner was of 
mind so weak as to be irresponsible 
for Ids crime. Tne subject was refer¬ 
red to Attorney-General Moody. He 
investigated the ease and reported to 
the President fully as to the facts.

An 
examination of life preservers in good 
condition and conforming in every 
j way to the Government's require¬ 
ments has shown that they are entire¬ 
ly inadequate for the purpose intend 
ed.

. preservers, but in most cases to all 
those used on the big exclusion 
! steamers.

this ciinie. Under such circumstances 
he ,-hnuld certainly he esteemed sane 
enough to suffer the penalty for his 
monstrous deed. I have scant synipa 
thy with the plea of insanity advanc¬ 
ed to save a man from the conse 
quences of crime, which unless the 
crime had been committed il would 
have been impossible to persuade any 
reasonable authority to commit him 
to an asylum as insane. 

“Among the most dangerous crimi 
mils, and especially among those j 
prone to commit this particular kind 
of offense, there are plenty of a tem¬ 
per so lleudish or so brutal as to be 
incompatible with any other than a 
brutish order of intelligence; hut j 
these men are nevertheless responsi 
ble for their acts, and nothing more 
tends to encourage crime among Hitch 
men than the belief that through the 
plea of insanity or any other plea it, 
is possible to escape paying the just j 
penalty of their crimes. The crime in 
question is one to the existence of 
which we largely owe the existence rtf 
that spirit of lawlessness which takes; 
form in lynching, it is a crime so re 
volting that the criminal Is not enti 
lied to one particle of sympathy from 
any human being. It is essential that.; 
the punishment for it should be not 
only as certain, but as swift as possi¬ 
ble. The jury in this case did their i 
duty by recommending the infliction ; 
of the death penalty. It is to he re 
gretted that wo do not have special 
provision for more summary dealjng 
with this type of cases. The more we 
do what in us iios to secure certain 
and swift justice in dealing with these 
I cases the more effectively do we work 
against tho growth of that lynching 
spirit which is so full of evil omen 
for this people, because it, seeks to 
avenge one infamous crime by the 
commission of another of equal in 
fa my.

The moral sentiment of the board 
of directors was aroused, and order* 
were at once Issued to discontinue the 
news service of every pool-room In the 
country. This 1ihs been done, al¬ 
though It involves a heavy loss of rev 
enue. The old saying Is that a corpo¬ 
ration has no soul. Perhaps it would 
be more accurate to say thut many 
corporations have souls which are dor¬ 
mant. This Is true even of small or¬ 
ganizations, and often, Indeed, of in 
divtduals whose exttMuled interests ne 
eessltate the employment of subordi¬ 
nates to whom large authority Is del- 
gated. The possession of wealth, even 
If it Is only relatively great, Involves 
u responsibility which is not merely 
financial, but moral. It is to the cred¬ 
it of human nature that most men are 
awake to that responsibility. If at 
any time they seem to sleep, there Is 
no better way to rouse them than by a 
plain and fearless naming of those 
who are to blame. 

Veterans Hold the John. 

The civil service commission has fur¬ 
nished to the House Committee on 
Civil Service Reform u statement 
showing that the total number of ex- 
hokllers and ex-sailors of the Civil 
War employed In the executive depart¬ 
ments at Washington is 2,175 and the 
widows of veterans so employed 888. 
The information was asked in view of 
eomplalnts that there are many super¬ 
annuated clerk.* on the pay rolls. 

The largest number of veterans- -641 

-employed In the Interior Depart¬ 
ment, while the Treasury Department 
carries 553 and the War Department 
847. There are only 23 veterans on 
the Navy Department roll and only 7 
iu the State Department. 

The ages of the old soldiers and sail¬ 
ors vary from 50 to 82 years. There 
are 217 who are 61 years old, while 
those younger form the next larger 
class, 107 In number. Nealy two-thirds, 
or 1,888. ure from 58 to 65 years of 
age. Those over 7o years of age num¬ 
ber 226, and of this number 11 are 
over SO. 

The veteran with the longest service 
is 77 years old. He has served 52 
years. Nearly two thirds, or 1382. of , 
the 2,175 veterans, receive salaries 
ranging from $1,200 to $2,500 per an¬ 
num. Those receiving $840 or less 
number 470. The veterans and their 
widows constitute 10 per cent of the 
number of persons employed in the de¬ 
partments and government printing of¬ 
fice in Washington.

dren to prison. It is not. more dazzlingly fair to starve 
them or send them to the poor house. 

Nobody desires the insurance company to lie deprived of 
any legitimate protection. As a rule, it does not suffer 
uiueli. Generally the rare swindler is caught and a heavy 
penalty exacted. 

Policies carried for a certain time become "incontest¬ 
able." That is to say. the company will not contest them 
unless through some cireumstance. probably a technicality, 
it sees a reasonable chance of heating the claim of the 
heirs. If It lias agreed to pay a certain sum upon the 
death of a certain man, and tile man. having fulfilled his 
share of the contract, is dead, nothing remains but the 
payment of the sum or a dishonorable attempt at evasion. 

In the instance under consideration the man had com¬ 
mitted murder. This was tin* business of the company only 
; fc it was the concern of all law-abiding citizens. It is a 
folly to assume that lie committed tlie murder with the 
purpose of getting himself hanged, and lints securing for 
his heirs a sum of money. The law prescribes the pun¬ 
ishment for murder. It stipulates, in Pennsylvania, that 
Hie guilty shall be hanged. It does not add “ami his 
heirs deprived of the insurance upon which lie may have 
paid premiums.”—New York American.

To improve the quality of wheat 
grown in California, and particularly 
to get a more glutinous wheat, the 
next Legislature will be asked to ap¬ 
propriate money for experiments at 
tiie experimental farms under the jur 
isdictiou of the University of Califor 
ilia. The committee appointed at the 
last meeting of the State Board of 
Trade to consider the serious matter 
of the steady deterioration of tho 
wheat grown in this State met last 
week and after a full discussion de¬ 
cided that action by the State was ini 
perative if the wheat interests are not 
to suffer greatly. 

An automobile ordinance lias been 
passed by the Supervisors of Satitii 
Cruz county, which prohibits automo 
biles on the mountain roads, which 
include the Big Tree road.

One of these 
was Uoscoo Conkling, long a Senator 
from New York. The vote of Louisi¬ 
ana determined the contest between 
Tilden and Hayes before the Electoral 
Commission of 1877, and, under the 
bill creating the latter body, it re 
quired the approval of the Senate to 
assure the electoral vote of that State 
lo either candidate. Had It been given 
to Tilden lie would have been the 
President. Many Republicans, Conk¬ 
ling nnioftg them, believed that Tilden 
bad been rightfully elected, and in 
the Senate enough votes were muster¬ 
ed to throw the vote of that body in 
Ills favor, providing Conkling would 
lead such a course. This lie agreed to 
do, but failed to appear at the critical 
moment, and the anti-Hayes Repub¬ 
licans. thus left without a leader, fell 
back to their party lines and gave the 
vote to Ixiuislana and the Presidential 
certificate to Hayes. It .'ante out aft¬ 
erward that Conkling's failure to keep 
his word wns due to the influence and 
cajolery of Mrs. Sprague, who thus 
avenged the defeut of her lather’s 
nomination. 

Payne anil Thurman lor*. 

In 188<J the unrelenting animosity of 
Henry B. Payne alone prevented Allen 
G. Thurntan from being made the 
nominee of the Democratic national 
convention. In 1857 Payne was a can 
didate for the Democratic nomination 
for Governor of Ohio. The conven¬ 
tion met in Columbus, and Thurman, 
then fresh from a period of brilliant 
service on the Supreme Bench of his 
State, had a .’fiend in whose candidacy 
for State Treasurer he was much In¬ 
terested. Some of Payne's lieutenants, 
without li is knowledge, promised 
Thurman the support of tile Payne 
forces for his friend In return for the 
votes he controlled In Ihe convention. 
Payne won out by a handsome mar¬ 
gin; but the Thurman candidate for 
Treasurer failed at the last moment 
to receive the promised support of ttie 
Payne following, and was defeated. 
Payne was not aware of (lie trick that 
hail been played upon Thurman, but 
llie latter, who scorned double-dealing 
In any form, was quick to resellt It. 

The quarrel ever after kept the two 
men apart, and three and twenty years 
later thwarted Thurman's highest am¬ 
bition. In 1880 he was a candidate 
for Ihe Presidential nomination before 
Ihe Democratic national convention. 
Had he had the until telling support of 
the Ohio delegation, there is little 
doubt that he would have been Ihe 
nominee. The delegation wns solid 
for Hi in on the first ballot. Then it 
broke and the chances of his nomina¬ 
tion vanished into thin air. Payne 
was behind the break. The delegates 
from the district lu which his Influ¬ 
ence was supreme led it and were 
strongest in the claim which stam¬ 
peded Ihe convention lo a dark horse. 
As t mho was then an October Slate 
and practically certain to go for Gar¬ 
field, the result would lit disastrous to 
the Democratic cause. That argument 
defeated Thurman and nominated 
Hancock, and the revenge of Payne 
was complete. 

The Influence of a personal enemy 
twice cost James G. Blaine the Presi¬ 
dency. In 187t> he lost h nomination 
that was equivalent to an ejection by 
liis refusal to give a certain man the 
place he wanted on a certain commit¬ 
tee. John Cessna, of Pennsylvania, 
besought Blaine, while the latter wns 
Speaker, to make him chairman of the 
Judiciary Committee of the House. 
Blaine declined and gave the place to 
another mail. When the Republican 
national convention opened in Cincin¬ 
nati, In 187(1, Cessna was a delegate. 
"I want to lie chairman of the Com¬ 
mittee on Rules," said he to the anti- 
Blaine men, "and if 1 don't beat 
Blaine you can take my head for a 
football." Cessna was made chairman 
of the committee, and in that capacity 
brought In a rule to the effect that 
after any State had east II* vote for 
President, that vote could not be 
changed until the result of the whole 
ballot had been announced. Few In 
the convention were alive to the im¬ 
port of this rule when it was reported 
and adopted—but it, and it alone, de¬ 
feated the nomination of Blaine. The 
original plan of the Blaine men was 
to force a choice on the first ballot— 
to get enough changes to their candi¬ 
date to make his nomination certain 
i before the result was announced. The 
I stampede to Blaine could not be start- 
j oil. and he was beaten. "I guess,”

The Manner of Making It Takes Coin¬ 
age to Inspect. 

I have never had the courage to per¬ 
sonally Inspect. I only know that in¬ 
stead of being fabricated in the home 
or in great, clean, sanitary factories as 
In the United States, it is made some¬ 
where in tlie bowels of (lie earth under 
the stnali bake shops. 

“I would no more dare go down into 
one of these bread kitchens than 1 
would date ask my cuisinlere how 
many times in her lile she has had a 
whole bath. I have seen enough at the 
counters where 1 read is sold to get the 
French point of view concerning bread, 
which is even worse Ilian the French 
point of view concerning literature. 

“Just as I am writing I glance 
across the street into a bakeshop oppo¬ 
site. and I see a woman dusting off a 
pile of bread I 11 the window with a 
feather duster. They have absolutely 
no sense of any difference between 
bread and wood and coal, and they de¬ 
liver it at one's home accordingly. II 
is never wrapped, and in pushcarts 
made of slats or in great openwork 
baskets it is heaped less carefully than 
wood or coal indeed, because bread is 
eusler to buy than wood or coal in 
Paris. The carts or baskets are pushed 
or carried by women wearing stout, 
blue aprons covering them from neck 
to knee, which aprons, like the stieets 
on a French bed, are changed perhaps 
us often as once a month. Arrived at 
u house where bread Is to be delivered, 
the open eart or basket stacked with 
tlie staff of life is left In the road for 
the femmes de eliambre all around 
merrily to shake down upon it any¬ 
thing they will, while the woman 
mounts to one’s apartment carrying 
the day’s ration of p -tits pains bundled 
up in her apron, and the two long, thin 
loaves of bread, unwrapped, of course, 
one under each arm.” Harper's Bazar.

Two British authors are at present 
In tlie public eyes on account of pen¬ 
sions they are receiving. Joseph Con¬ 
rad bus $1,500 from the British So¬ 
ciety of Authors, which generosity is 
explained by the fact that tlie au¬ 
thor, whose writings are among those 
in greatest demand by the publishers 
to-day, yet seems to have difficulty in 
providing for his daily wants, says 
the New Y'ork Globe.

Numbers in Mar !y Days. 

In a paper read before the I’hllo'ogl- 
cal Society of the University of Mlohi 
gau recently, Prof. George lloaipl 
commented upon the forerunners of 
our present system of numeration. 
Some two years ago. in seeking tlie 
origin of the Untile 1 Iters (the first let¬ 
ters used by the Germanic races'!, 
I’rof. Ilempl discovered the primitive 
Germanic numeral notations. This 
threw new light upon the early Ger¬ 
manic numeral system, ns well us upon 
the primitive ludo lOtiropean numerical 
system and upon the development of 
the Greek alphabet ami the Greek nu¬ 
merical notation. 

The primitive Indo-European numer¬ 
ical system was a mixture of the deci¬ 
mal and the sexagesimal. The first 
large number was the "shock"— that 
is, sixty—and the next large number 
was the “hund,” or "hundred," that is 
120. Between GO and 120 there were 
no numbers like our To. etc.. To being 
"a shock and 10 ," and 80 being “a 
shock and 20.” The ietr duetion of cur 
present numbers between Ho and 120 
arose out of tlie introduction of the 
decimal hund or hundred, that is. too. 
In distinction from which the old hun¬ 
dred ( 120 ) was called the dm 'decimal 
hundred, or the "great hundred," 
which is still used in 1 eland and parts 
of England.
